When the frame- 
lines are short and stout the insect’s 
instincts has told it that wind and 
rain are coming; while the long and 
slender frame-lines are a reliable sign 
of-calm and fair weather, 

If spiders remain active during rain 
you may be certain it is only a show- 
er and will be over soon, When at 
the beginning of rain, they retire into 
complete indolence, the unsettled 
weather will almost certainly last for 
some time, 

The time of day at which spiders 
mend their nets is also a good weath- 
er sign. If the mending is observed 
going on during a summer cvyening 
there will be no rain that night. When 
spiders are scen crawling on walls in-| 
stead of attending to thcir net wet 
weather is imminent.

The Alberta Government is sending 
about sixty head of high-class becf 
cattle to England this summer for the 
purpose of demonstrating there the 
quality of the animals saised in the 
province The shipment will be a 
mixed lot of Aberdeen-Angus, Short- 
horns and Elerefords, The Iion, Dun- 
can Marshall, minister of agriculture 
of Alberta, says “The idea is to cs- 
tablish friendly relations with the 
breeders and sellers over there and to 
advertise Alberta as a good stock 
raising co No one has really 
any idea of the kind of stuff we can 
produce in this country, The breed- 
ers of pure-bred animals there are 
afraid that we shall swamp the mar- 
ket. Nothing of the kind. ‘They 
will find that for every bull they can 
sell over there they will be able to sell 
ten in Canada once we have our 
prairie lands settled, It is going to 
make business instead of killing busi- 
ness.” 

Mr. Marshall explained that under 
the embargo law in Great Britain the 
animals will have to be slaughtered 
within ten days,

With the close of the We War, 
most people thought that the activi- 
ties of the Canadian Red Cross woud 
gradually be brought to an «nd, as 
soon as their work in connection with 
soldiers in hospitals was finished, said 
a prominent official of the Red Cross. 
He declared, however, that although 
the Red Cross had carried forward a 
bigger work, during the war, in assist- 
ing to care for the maimed and 
vounded, who came to them in thou- 
sands following each big cngagement, 
they had still a bigger task in organ- 
izing the peace time campaign, to 
make the communities safer from the

One of the resolutions adopted by 
the general council of the League of 
Red Cross Socicties at its first meet- 
ing at Geneva, March, 1920, was to 
the effect that “widespread and popu- 
lar membership in a National Red 
Cross Society is the necessary condi- 
tion of success in its peace-time pro- ° 
gramme.”

Weeds are one of the most destruc- 
tive agencies the grain farmer has to 
contend with. They not only rob the 
soil of moisture and fertility, decrease 
crop yields and add expense to har- 
vesting operations, but they are in 
some responsible for 
since frequent cultivation to 
destrop weeds pulverizes the soil so 
hat soil drifting results. 


measure soil 


drifting, 


The practice of “stubbling in” is 
largely responsible for the rapid in- 
‘ease in weeds in the West. Fre- 
uently the second crop after break- 
ng is stubbled in, and during the two 
easons perennial grasses and other 
eeds get well established, and, as 
many farmers have found to their 
st, eradication invafter years is ex- 
pensive. Fall or spring ploughing be- 
fore sowing the second crop. on new 
land is usually advisable. Stubbling 
in without surface cultivation on the 
old land gives the weeds every op- 
portunity to multiply. Shallow culti- 
| vation of stubble land before sowing 
will aid materially by destroying the 
weeds that have wintered over or 
have started during the early spring. 
The cultivation should only be of suf- 


thus permitting depositing the seed 


deep cultivation frequently results in 
drying out the seed bed and in a de- 
crease in crop yields. 

It is on the summerfallow that 
largely depend for 
cleaning fields of weeds, The fallow 
therefore should be thoroughly work- 
ed and in order to curtail the cost and 
avoid pulverizing the soil too much 
at the proper time. Cultivation of 
the fallow in the fall at harvest, or, 
in the drier sections in the spring 
immediately after seeding, will aid in 
starting the weeds, and these can_be 
ploughed under in June, | 

Frequently after carefully fallow- 
ing a field for the whole summer it is 
foun dthat the weeds come up in the 
crop next year. This may be due to 
the surface soil being too loose and 
dry to allow weeds to germinate, 
Making the soil sufficiently firm after 
ploughing so that the moisture wil 
come too near the surface will make 
conditions such that the weed seeds 
will have to sprout. In the West con- 
siderable difficulty is experienced with 
weed seeds blowing on to the plough- 
ed land from other near-by fields. The 
weeds come up in the crop and cause 
considerable loss. In districts with 
long enough seasons the land can be 
harrowed early in the spring and this 
will warm up the soil and when weeds 
have started they can be destroyed 
before seeding. 

Harrowing the growing grain is a 
practice that should be more common- 
ly adopted. The least damage is done 
to the crop when the leaves are about 
one inch high, the next best time is 
after the crop is well rooted and the 
plants are about five inches. The de- 
velopment and nature of the weeds 


are the most readily destroyed when 
they are in the two-leaf stage. On 
the Scott Station weedy crops are 
usually harrowed twice, and while 
osme delay in maturity results, a clean 
crop is usuflly more profitable than 
& weedy one, and where the soil is 
firm and free from trash, little dam- 
age has been experienced,
